BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The primary intent of this act is to give
effect to recomendati ons by the 1994 departnent of comunity, trade,
and econom c developnment’s naster planned resort task force by
clarifying that master planned resorts may make use of capital
facilities, wutilities, and services provided by outside service
providers, and nmay enter into agreenents for shared facilities with
such providers, when all costs directly attributable to the resort,
i ncludi ng capacity increases, are fully borne by the resort.

Sec. 2. RCW36.70A 360 and 1991 sp.s. ¢ 32 s 17 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

(1) Counties that are required or choose to plan under RCW
36. 70A. 040 may permt master planned resorts which nmay constitute urban
growm h outside of urban growh areas as limted by this section. A
master planned resort neans a self-contained and fully integrated
pl anned wunit developnent, in a setting of significant natural
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anenities, wth primry focus on destination resort facilities
consi sting of short-termvisitor acconmodati ons associ ated with a range
of devel oped on-site indoor or outdoor recreational facilities.

(2) Capital facilities, utilities, and services, including those
related to sewer, water, stormwater, security, fire suppression, and
energency nedical, provided on-site shall be limted to neeting the
needs of the master planned resort. Such facilities, utilities, and
services may be provided to a master planned resort by outside service
providers, including nunicipalities and special purpose districts,
provided that all costs associated with service extensions and capacity
increases directly attributable to the master planned resort are fully
borne by the resort. A master planned resort and service providers may
enter into agreenents for shared capital facilities and utilities,
provided that such facilities and utilities serve only the naster
pl anned resort or urban growth areas.

Nothing in this subsection may be construed as: Establishing an
order of priority for processing applications for water right permts,
for granting such permts, or for issuing certificates of water right;
altering or authorizing in any manner the alteration of the place of
use for a water right; or affecting or inpairing in any nmanner
what soever an existing water right.

All waters or the use of waters shall be regulated and controlled
as provided in chapters 90.03 and 90.44 RCW and not ot herw se.

(3) A master planned resort may include other residential uses
within its boundaries, but only if the residential uses are integrated
into and support the on-site recreational nature of the resort.

(4) A nmaster planned resort nmay be authorized by a county only if:

((£2))) (a) The conprehensive plan specifically identifies policies
to gui de the devel opnent of master planned resorts;

((2)) (b) The conprehensive plan and devel opnent regul ations
include restrictions that preclude new urban or suburban | and uses in
the vicinity of the master planned resort, except in areas otherw se
designated for urban growh under RCW 36. 70A. 110;

((£3))) (c) The county includes a finding as a part of the approval
process that the land is better suited, and has nore |long-term
i nportance, for the master planned resort than for the comercia
harvesting of tinber or agricultural production, if |located on |and
t hat ot herw se woul d be designated as forest |land or agricultural |and
under RCW 36. 70A. 170;
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((4))) (d) The county ensures that the resort plan is consistent
wi th the devel opnent regul ations established for critical areas; and

((65))) (e) On-site and off-site infrastructure and service i npacts
are fully considered and m tigat ed.
